- Claim 12, lines 22-23, "a main assembly guide" in unclear; i.e., is it the same as "a 
main assembly guide" recited in lines 6 and 17?

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102

5. Claims 1, 4/1, 5/1, 6/1, 7/1, 8/1, 9/1, 10/1, 1 1/1 and 12 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Isobe et al. ['370] 

Isobe et al., an applicant's cited prior art, disclose an image forming apparatus [Fig. 1] 
comprising a process cartridge [Fig. 2] containing an image carrier [7] and a charging member 
[8]; process cartridge mounting means [21]; a developer container mounting means [20]; a 
developer supply container [Fig. 3] including a developer accommodation portion [12k], a 
developer supply opening [12fl], a container closing member [14], first and second container 
guide [Figs. 30, 31; Col. 13, lines 9-16], container force receiving portion [Col. 15, lines 10-42], 
a first container positioning portion [12rl] being engaged with a first main assembly positioning 
portion [22] provided in the main assembly of the apparatus [Fig. 8]; and a feeding means [3] for 
feeding the recording material. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
6. Claims 2, 3, 4/2, 5/2, 6/2, 7/2, 8/2, 9/2, 10/2 and 1 1/2 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
